Ipondent of the Chicago News, w riting 
from Moji, Japan, under the d ate of 
Met. ll, describes as follows the sail­ 
ing of a Jap anese tran spo rt ship: 
T he W nkasa Marti w as scheduled to 
sail from Osaka a t noon on Monday, 
Met. lo. 
In the company of .Marquis 
Lorenzo d'A dda, correspondent of the 
Milan Hecolo, and I’ertev Bey, colonel 
of the T urkish general staff and now 
military attache from tile sultan to 
view tla' Russo-Japanese w ar, I iir- 
rlved a t O saka Sunday, as w e had been 
Instructed to do by the general staff at 
Tokyo. 
I p to Hie mom ent of d ep artu re our 
plans 
w e r e shrouded In the deepest 
mystery. 
T he lieutenant of the staff, 
in giving us our instructions, said: 
"You will proceed to o sa k a and there 
report to our transport officer. 
Lie will 
assign you to JI ship which w e cannot 
yet mention, and you will sjiil Monday 
and will proceed to a certain place, 
which a t present is :i m ilitary secret.” 
W e wert* so glial to be off th a t we 
cared 
little w here the certain place 
w as and signified our consent to go 
anyw here. 
T hus it w as th a t our boys 
and our horses were hustled off th a t 
very afternoon on ji m ilitary train for 
the certain place. 
At the eleventh hour 
we were told in a w hisper th a t we 
were to Join the T hird arm y before 
Bort A rthur, hut w ere earnestly in­ 
structed to "keep it dark." 
So it w as that we three, with a de­ 
lightful little Japanese captain attach­ 
ed to Hie general stjiff to look out for 
us, a r r i v e d jit Osaka. 
Osaka is ji won­ 
derfully interesting and beautiful city. 
Next to Tokyo it is the largest city iii 
Japan, and it is fsir and away tile live­ 
liest and most up to (bito city of tile 
empire, if not in tile entire far oast. 
O ur first duty on landing iii tins 
hustling town w as to call sit th e tra n s­ 
port office, w here dozens of officers 
md specially detailed soldiers and non­ 
commissioned officers sat behind, long 
wooden desks filling in innum erable 
hooka, signing papers and doing m any 
vther tilings. 
Here we presented our 
permits from the w a r office a t Tokyo 
and received iii return jill extremely 
comprehensive docum ent—it m ust have 
been comprehensive, for it co vert'd a 
square yard or so and was stam ped 
jlfieially w herever there had been a 
vacant space. 
This docum ent we were 
Instructed to present on tile following 
morning to the em barking officer at 
tile dock. 
O saka is about four or five miles 
from the deep anchorage for the big­ 
ger ships, so it t<s>k us about an hour 
and a half to get to the huge w harfs 
and stone piers which the Japanese 
governm ent has Just completed. 
Iii a 
large square near by provision had been 
made for tho troops ts-fore their de­ 
parture. 
Booths containing kitchens 
and long wooden tables w ith benches 
clown either side, as one sees iii a 
lumber cuium had been knocked to­ 
gether. 
As we rode up In our rick­ 
shaws 
they 
w ere 
surrounded 
by 
sw arm s of the blue clad, red flannel 
trim m ed soldiers of Japan, who were 
taking their last meal on their native 
shores for many a day to come. 
The 
officer In charge of the em barkation 
received us most kindly an d ut once 
gave 
the 
necessary 
orders 
for 
tile 
transfer of our baggage to the ship. 
A few m om ents later a bugle sound­ 
ed and the soldiers hurried to the 
neighboring square, w here their rifles 
were stacked and their knapsacks neat­ 
ly piled together. 
For a m om ent the 
field seemed filled w ith an Indistin­ 
guishable mass of men squirm ing into 
equipm ent 
and 
strapping 
on 
belts. 
Then suddenly came order out of con­ 
fusion. 
The m ass began to take form, 
and Iii a few m inutes it w as moving 
tow ard us, ji m ass no longer, but three 
columns 
of 
troops, 
m arching 
four 
abreast 
w ith 
the 
officers 
by 
their 
sides. 
Down tin* long pier they came 
with their equipm ent rattling in unison 
as they stepped together. 
At the end 
of the stone w h arf lily the big tra n s­ 
port, w ith the sm oke rolling out of lier 
thick, short funnel, telling of the stok­ 
ers firing up iii th e furnace room be­ 
low. 
The columns come to ii standstill. 
Then, form ing by tw os a n d w ith trail­ 
ing rides, they m arch up the gang 
planks and down the hatches on the 
m ain deck to the q u a rte rs prep a m l for 
them below, while their officers hurry 
xbout giving orders and helping to 
make their men com fortable for the 
tea voyage. 
M eantim e a batch of cavalrym en for­ 
w ard Is assisting In loading a num ber 
of horses. Indeed, it is ii task fitted for 
ii soldier, and ji strenuous lino ut that. 
The vicious little Jap an ese ponies, w ith 
their ears laid back, are p u shed along­ 
side the Inuit. A bellyband about tw o 
f«*et broad is passed beneath their fat 
little stom achs, and the ends jire hook­ 
ed together. 
While ji little beast is 
planning, no doubt, how he slmll kick 
th a t booted cavalrym an on the left side 
or perhaps bite that <•■ relets bystander 
In front of him. t! 
Jyhand is hook­ 
ed oil to the end 
i rope, and the 
first thing the anim al k n o w s he Is lie 
Ing hoisted bodily in ti o air. 
The 
glances of helpless rage and the occa­ 
sional squeals of disgust that are ut- 
tenxl by the four footed passenger are 
too am using for words. The horses Jire 
sw ung over and lowered Into the hold 


with as little ceremony as though they 
were bales of hay instead of very a n ­ 
gry mites of horseflesh. 
Already 
some hundreds of horses 
have kicked, bitten and been hoisted 
and carefully deposited in their places, 
and now it is almost time for the boat 
to cast off her moorings. Mn the lower 
decks the soldiers are crow ding togeth­ 
er, having left their equipm ent below 
In the places assigned them. 
On the 
upper decks the officers are clicking 
their spurred heels together and salu t­ 
ing one another. 
We are taken in tow by a captain of 
cavalry Jind hustled about and Intro­ 
duced to the com m anding officers on 
the boat. 
Then we are show n our 
Staterooms, where, with true Jap an ese 
courtesy, everything has been done to 
make us comfortable. W e have barely 
time to straighten out our belongings 
when tin* deep roar of the steam w his­ 
tle tells th a t we nre oft. 
After w e were fairly off w e hail an 
opportunity to look about the boat a 
bit. The W nkasa Maru Is a big l>ont of 
som ething more than BJK*) tons b u r­ 
den 
and 
can 
m ake about 
fourteen 
knots. 
H er lower deck forw ard had 
been lined w ith horses’ boxes, an d her 
lower forw ard hold had been sim ilarly 
equipped. 
W ith their heads facing the center of 
the Ix»at, the little horses w ere sw u ng 
In their frail wooden stalls by belly- 
bands placed beneath their nlHloniens 
and secured to the top of the shed so 
th a t In case of heavy w eath er the ani- 
rnnls could not Im* throw n off their feet, 
but w ould sw ing as in a hamm ock. 
Here, separated by thin partitions, the 
wicked 
little 
anim als 
squealed and 
kicked and vainly tried to reach around 
and bite their neighbors or an unfor­ 
tu nate passerby. 
Indeed, 
I 
nm 
in­ 
formed th a t there have been no end of 
accidents occasioned In Just this way. 
T he first officer of the boat told nu* th a t 
he had seen ii vicious stallion te;ir a 
m a n ’s stom ach out. and on an o th er oc­ 
casion one had bitten off a t one simp 
of his Jaw s tin* four fingers of a m a n ’s 
hand. 
On th e m ain deck forw ard as well as 
a ft and on p art of the low er dock are 
placed the soldiers. 
It doesn't sound 
very comfortable, b u t sis ji m a tte r of 
fact it 
looked 
very 
pleasant down 
there. 
G reat rolls of cool straw m at­ 
ting had been spread about on the 
floors, and here and there bunks had 
been knocked In. 
(in posts and in 
racks along the sides w ere arranged 
the equipm ents of tin* soldiers them ­ 
selves. 
At night electric lights were 
stru n g about, and very homelike it 
looked to see the soldiers laughing and 
playing together on tile clean straw 
m attin g 
like 
so 
m any 
thoughtless 
schoolboys. 
The 
officers 
innl 
been 
given the first class quarters, of course, 
and, like their hum bler fellows In the 
hold 
below, 
m anaged to keep 
very 
cheerful and to enjoy them selves not a 
little in spite of the fact th a t tFey 
w ere going to a w a r from which many 
of them mjiy never return. 
W e are carrying to D alny the last 
battalion of a regim ent w hich is the 
last batch of a division w hich is al­ 
ready iii M anchuria. 
Iii this battalion 
there 
art' 
alm ost 
I,(HH) 
soldiers, 
us 
healthy and rugged looking a lot of 
m en as one could wish to see. 
Be­ 
sides the infantry there is a field hos­ 
pital corita* with its equipm ent aud 
w h a t not. 
This consists of 120 men 
an d officers, besides three field su r­ 
geons. 
Iii 
addition 
there 
are also 
about a hundred of the cooly soldiers 
of th e division tran sp o rt service who 
are going along to help Hie regiment 
in the field. 
T here are betw een forty and fifty 
officers In charge of the men. 
F o r tile 
m ost p a rt they are youngish men, but 
bere an d there one sees a grizzled vet­ 
eran of a m ajor or colonel, w ith a 
strin g of badges across his breast, tell­ 
ing

J a p a n w ar or of some creditable per­ 
form ance in Hie Boxer cam paign. 
W ay dow n below in th e dewiest of 
th e deep holds is piled case afte r case 
of small 
a n n am m unition. 
Several 
th ou sand tons of supplies are stow ed 
som ew here else below. Besides all tills 
th e re are the fifty or more evilly dis­ 
posed ponies on deck an d somo more of 
their less favored com panions ponder­ 
ing on their wickedness in tile depths 
beneath. 
Those on tile deck are for 
tho m ost p art officers’ horses, while 
those below are the division transport 
anim als w hich are to carry tile bag­ 
gage of the men on this boat. 
So w ith its freight of h u m an beings, 
horses jind w ar m aterials the W nkasa 
M aru, being the “certain ship speci­ 
fied,” sailed from O saka, Japan, at 
noon, Oct. IO, Just as th e general staff 
said she would do.

b et. 11, describos as follow s th e sa il­ 
ing of a Japanese transport ship: 
T he W nkasa Maru w a s schedu led to 
Ball from O saka at noon on M onday, 
Oct. 10. 
In the com pany of M arquis 
Lorenzo d ’Adda, correspondent of the 
M ilan Socolo, and Rertev R ey, colonel 
o f the T urkish general staff und now 
m ilitary 
attache from th e su ltan to 
view the 
R u sso Jap anese w ar, I ar­ 
rived at O saka Sunday, as w e had been 
Instructed to do by the general staff at 
Tokyo. 
I p to the m om ent o f departure our 
plans w ere shrouded In the d eep est 
m ystery. 
T he lieutenant of th e staff, 
In 
givin g 
us our instructions, 
said: 
“ You w ill proceed to O saka and there 
report to our transport officer. 
H e w ill 
assign you to a ship w hich w e cannot 
yet m ention, and yotl w ill sail M onday 
and w ill proceed to a certain plaee, 
w hich a t present Is a m ilitary secret.” 
W e wen* so glad to be off that w e 
cared 
little w here the certain place 
w as and sign!tied our con sent to go 
anyw here. 
Thus it w as th at our boys 
and our horses w ere h u stled olT that 
very afternoon on a m ilitary train for 
the certain place. 
A t the eleventh hour 
w e w ere told in a w hisper that w e 
w ere to Join the Third arm y before 
Port A rthur, hut w ere earnestly in­ 
structed to “keep It dark.” 
So It w a s that w e three, w ith a de­ 
lightful little Japanese cap tain attach­ 
ed to tho general stuff to look out for 
us, arrived at Osaka. 
O saka is a w on­ 
derfully in teresting and b eau tifu l eity. 
N ext to T okyo it is the largest city in 
Japan, and it is far and a w ay the liv e­ 
liest and m ost up to d ate city of the 
em pire, if not in the entire far east. 
Our first duty on 
landing in this 
hustling tow n w as to call at th e trans­ 
port office, w here dozens o f offleers 
uid specially detailed soldiers and non­ 
com m issioned officers sat behind long 
wooden desk s tilling in innum erable 
hooka, sign in g papers and d oing m any 
ither things. 
H ere w e presented our 
perm its from the w ar office at Tokyo 
and received In return an extrem ely 
com prehensive docum ent—it m ust have 
been com prehensive, for It covered a 
square yard or so and w a s stam ped 
jfficially w herever there had been a 
vacant space. 
T his docum ent w e w ere 
Instructed to present on th e follow ing 
m orning to the em barking officer at 
the dock. 
O saka Is about four or five m iles 
from the deep anchorage for the big­ 
ger ships, so it took us about an hour 
and a h alf to get to the huge w harfs 
and stone piers w hich the Japanese 
governm ent lias Just com pleted. 
In a 
large square near by provision had been 
m ade for tho troops tsTore their de­ 
parture. 
Booths con taining kitchens 
and long w ooden tables w ith benches 
down either side, as one sees in a 
lum ber camp, had bt*en knocked to­ 
gether. 
As w e rode up In our rick­ 
shaw's 
they 
w ore 
surrounded 
by 
rw arm s of the blue clad, red tlannel 
trim m ed soldters of Japan, w ho w ere 
taking their last m eal on their native 
shores for m any a day to com e. 
The 
officer in charge of tin* em barkation 
received us m ost kindly and at once 
gnve 
th e 
necessary 
orders 
for 
the 
transfer of our b aggage to the ship. 
A few m om ents litter a b ugle sound­ 
ed and the 
soldiers hurried 
to the 
neighboring square, w here their rllles 
wen* stacked and their knapsacks n eat­ 
ly piled together. 
For a m om ent the 
tiekl seem ed filled w ith 
an in d istin ­ 
guishable m ass of m en squirm ing into 
equipm ent 
and 
strapping 
on 
belts. 
Then suddenly cam e order out of con­ 
fusion. 
T he m uss began to take form , 
and In a few m inutes it w as m oving 
tow'a rd us, a m ass no longer, but three 
colum ns 
of 
troops, 
m arching 
four 
abreast 
w ith 
the 
officers 
by 
their 
sides. 
D ow n tlie long pier they cam e 
w ith their equipm ent rattlin g In unison 
as th ey stepped together. 
At the end 
of the stone w harf lay the big trans­ 
port, w ith the sm oke rolling out of her 
thick, short funnel, tellin g of the sto k ­ 
ers firing up in the furnace room be­ 
low’. 
T he colum ns com e to a stand still. 
Then, form ing by tw o s and w ith trail­ 
ing 
rifles, they 
m arch 
up the gang 
planks and dow n the hatches on the 
m ain deck to the quarters prepared for 
them below , w h ile their officers hurry 
tixm t 
givin g orders and 
helping to 
m ake their m en com fortable for the 
».ea voyage. 
M eantim e a batch o f cavalrym en for 
ward is a ssistin g In loading a num ber 
of horses. Indeed, it is a task fitted for 
a soldier, and a strenu ous one at that. 
T he vicious little Jap an ese ponies, w ith 
their ears laid back, are pushed along­ 
sid e the bout. A bellyband about tw o 
feet broad is p assed beneath their fat 
little stom achs, and tlie ends are hook­ 
ed together. 
W hile a little beast is 
planning, no doubt, how lie shall kick 
that booted cavalrym an on the left side 
or perhaps bite t ’ . ; <•• relesa bystander 
In front of him. t’ 
lybnud is hook­ 
ed on to the em . 
rope, and the 
first thing the anim al know s he Is be 
ing 
hoisted bodily 
in 
t i e air. 
T he 
glan ces of helpless rage and the occa­ 
sional sq ueals of d isg u st that are ut- 
terxxl by the four footed passenger nix» 
too am using for words. The horses are 
sw u n g over and low ered Into the hold 


with hh little cerem ony as though they 
w«*re hales of hay Instead of very an ­ 
gry inltes of horseflesh. 
A lready 
som e 
hundreds 
o f 
horses 
have kicked, bitten and been hoisted 
and carefu lly deposited in their places, 
and now it 1h alm ost tim e for the boat 
to cast off her m oorings. <>n the low er 
flecks the soldiers are crow din g togeth ­ 
er, having left their equipm ent below 
In the p laces assigned them . 
On the 
upper deck s the officers arc click in g 
their spurred heels together and sa lu t­ 
ing one another. 
W e are taken In tow by a cap tain of 
cavalry and hustled about am i Intro­ 
duced to the com m anding officers on 
the boat. 
Then 
w e are sh ow n 
our 
stateroom s, w here, w ith true Jap anese 
courtesy, everyth ing lias been done to 
m ake us com fortable. W e h ave barely 
tim e to straighten out our b elon gin gs 
w hen the deep roar of the steam w h is­ 
tle tells that w e are off. 
A fter w e w ere fairly off w e had an 
opportunity to look about th e b oat a 
bit. T he W nkasa Maru is a big Iniat of 
som ething more than 6.000 tons bur­ 
den 
and 
can 
m ake 
about 
fourteen 
knots. 
H er low er deck forw ard had 
been lined w ith horses’ boxes, and her 
low er forw ard hold had been sim ilarly 
equipped. 
W ith their heads facin g the center of 
the boat, the little horses w ere sw u n g 
in their frail wooden sta lls by belly- 
bands placed beneath their ulxlom ens 
and secured to the top of the shed so 
that in ca se of heavy w eath er the an i­ 
m als could not lie throw n ofT their fe d , 
but w ould sw in g as in a ham m ock. 
H ere, separated by thin p artitions, the 
w icked 
little 
anim als 
sq uealed 
and 
kicked and vainly tried to reach around 
and b ite their neighbors or an unfor­ 
tunate 
passerby. 
Indeed, 
I 
ntn 
in­ 
form ed that there have been no end of 
accid en ts occasioned in Just th is w ay. 
T he first officer of the boat told m e that 
he had seen a vicious sta llio n tear a

On th e m ain deck forw ard as w ell as 
a ft and on part of the low er deck are !

w ere goin g to a w ar from w hich m any 
of them m ay never return. 
W e are carrying to D alny the last 
b attalion of a regiment, w h ich Is the 
last batch of a d ivision w hich is a l­ 
ready In M anchuria.
